WASHINGTON. Dec. 9 (/!>— The supreme court today agreed to give a quick ruling on tho 
validity of the contempt conviction of John L. Lewis and his United Mine Workers, in the 
soft coal strike, .•^ettinti Jan. 1-1 for hearing arguments by counsel for both aides. A decision 
could come any Monday after arguraenta are completed. 

Tho high court acted on a government plea that— becau-se of the public interest involved 
— tho case bo taken out of the hands of the U. S. court of appeals here and speeded to a 
final, "authoritative" decision. 

Lewis and the union were convicted for contempt in ignoring a U. S. district court order 
intended to head off the 17-dny soft coal strike which wn.s ended last Saturday. Their fines 

totaled $3,510,000.
